The celebration of the emancipation of 


the slaves ot the West India Islands, un- 
der the auspices of the Decatur York Ma- 
sons at the fair grounds on yesterday af- 
ternoon, was one of much interest despite 
the drizzling rain which for awhile had a 
tendency to dampen the patriotic feelings 
of the participants. 
A platform was 


erected in front of a sal'e section of the 
dyspeptic amphitheatre, and after the 
crowd had collected there was music by 
the glee club, prayer by Bev. Joiner, an- 
other song, and then James Holliuger, 
president of the day, delivered a cordial 
address of welcome to all visitors from 
the neighboring cities. 


HON. GEORGE A. HILL, 


the colored lawyer, of Bloomington, who 
distinguished himself in the spring of 
1880 by delivering a speech welcoming 
Geu. Grant and party to that city, was 
then introduced as the orator of the day. 
Mr. Hill, who is a fine appearing gentle- 
man, apparently about 35 years of age, 
was greeted very cordially by his auditors, 
and for an hour he spoke forcibly and 
eloquentiy, giving a full history of the 
slave trade, and the final overthrow of the 
great evil. He spoke without notes, 
clothing his sentences in beautiful lan- 
guage and displaying a familiarity with 
ancient and modern history that com- 
manded the undivided attention of the 
multitude. He spiced his oration gener- 
ously with poetical qnotations, which he 
spoke with much feeling, as in fact he 
did the entire address. At the close a 
reporter circulated among the crowd and 
inquired of the colored brethren what 
they thought of Mr. Hill's effort. They 
all pronounced it the most polished and 
most eloquent address they ever heard. 


Following Mr, Hill came Mr. Austin 


Perry, of Mattoon, Grand Master of the 
Illinois Grand Lodge o' York Masons, 
who also spoke at some length on the 
emancipation of the West India slaves 
and the glorious results. He also spoke 
without notes, and was attentively lis- 
tened to by his hearers. 


The speech-making was concluded by a 


brief address from Mr. Bichard Blue, of 
Bloomingtdn, who complimented the De- 
catur Masons upon the success of the cel- 
ebration. 


EASE BALL. 


In the contest between Decatur and 


Paris base ball clubs, all the players be- 
ing cicely uniformed, Decatur came out 
ahead by a score of 25 to 18, The game 
was witnessed by a large number of spec- 
tators. 


There were about 500 people on the 


grounds, and most of them were taken 
out and brought back to the city in car- 
riages and express wagons.

The'Annual Institute of the Macbn 


County Teachers convened Monday in 
the High School building, at 2 p. m., and 
a brighter, more intelligent body of teach- 
ers can not be found in the state. It is 
very evident that Maoon county is second 
to none in educational work. The Insti- 
tute WOB immediately organized and work 
assigned for the day, Ihe instructors be- 
ing County Supt. John Trainer in school 
work and U. S. History ; J. N. Wilkinson 
in reading, grammar and philosophy ; E. 
A. Gastman in arithmetic, zoology, litera- 
ture and village work; Miss Mints Fulton 
in botany, physiology, spelling and geog- 
raphy; Alfred Woods in Penmanship. 
The enrollment reached 124. Last year 
it waa 101 the first day; five years ago, 39. 
Noticeable among the teachers are many 
pnpila who ranked well in the Central 
examinations.

A-leading feature of the institute is a 


series of lectures, to be delivered each 
evening of this week, beginning at 7:30 p. 
m., by Prof. Prescoate. All are invited to 
attend. The enrollment to-day is 137, 
only three of the number tardy, showing 
the interest in the work. Snp't. Trainer 
gave a splendid talk on school work for 
tlie fall and winter. "The Macon county 
Plan" has developed an educational inter- 
est not found heretofore among teachers 
and patrons, and the work as presented 
by Mr. Trainer to-day for next year will 
tend to make it more popular than ever. 
As some changes have been made through 
the experiences of laat year's course, the 
plan is almost perfect, and directors 
would do well to see that only teachers 
who attend the institute are employed to 
teach their schools, thereby keeping them 
up with the work.

Ever since the receipt of the brief cable- 


gram from Callao, Peru, received in De- 
catur on July 12th, announcing the death 
of Gen. Jesse H. Moore, U. S. Consul, 
there has been great anxiety on tbe part 
of the family and the public generally to 
learn the fall particulars of the death of 
our former distinguished citizen. This 
morning letters giving the details were 
received from Callao, sooner than was 
expected. 


The following letters were received by 


Mrs. Geerge B. Steele and Dr. and Mrs. 
H. C. Johns from Mrs. Nellie Moore 
and her husband. They were written the 
day after the burial of the General : 


KETTEBS TO MK3. Q. B. STEELE. 


CALLAO, July 13, 1883. 


MY DEAB SISTER SALME:—You well 


know before this reaches you of the death 
of our dear father. I can only tell you a 
few particulars and leave consolation to 
Rim who sent this heavy affliction. This 
devolves on me because Charhe and 
Harry are very bnsy and mother unable 
to write or do anything as yet. I may 
say that she is bearing up under the blow 
much better than we dared hope at first, 
and is the brave woman she has always 
been. 


Your father was taken ill on the morn- 


ing of July sixth. We did not at first 
think him very ill, but sent for the doctor 
who administered a purge and prescribed 
quimne. He grew rapidly worse and on 
Huiiday Charlie came home; then the 
doctor pronounced the disease yellow 
fever. You may be sure that everything 
that was possible was done for him. We 
had the best advice, three doctors here 
three times a day. On Tuesday night his 
fever left him, but his liver and kidneys 
refused to perform their functions, and 
on Wednesday noon we realized the truth 
that he could not live. Charlie and Harry 
left no stone unturned; they never ceased 
working until the last. He knew us all 
and spoke of every one. His last words 
were: 
" O, I WANT TO GO HOME," 


and his last act to take dear mother in 
his arms for one long, last embrace. After 
his arms fell from her he did not move 
again, and died at 8.45 p. m. 


No words will describe the awlul, awful 


scene with mother when she realized that 
he was goinj*, cor the agony of our dear 
bojs 
It kills me to thiuk of it. lam 


glad to say that yonr father died peace- 
fully. There wns no struggle, no black 
vomit; no horrible wiithing. God was 
merciful in that. 


We are coming home. We start from 


here, God willing, on the twenty-fourth 
of the month, and will arrive in New York 
August 14. It the secretary of the navy 
does not prove unkind we will all come 
together. 
Charlie has telegraphed for his 


detachment. I am very busy trying to 
think what must be done, aad if I have 
written badly it is not because I do nol 
feel for yon all, Mother needs me and ] 
must go. Good-bye and God bless anc 
comfort you. Soon after this reaches 
yon we will see you, I hope.

Curious Causes of Strikes. 


Two strikes have occurred during 


.he present month in the city of 
Marseilles, France, the motives of 
vhich are out of the common run. 
On July 0 about 1,300 Piedraontese 
mployed in the St. Just oil factory 
eft work and ^tried to prevent their 
sountrymen in the Magdalen factory 
from working. 
The main cause of 


discontent on the part of the work 
men was not their small pay — from 
58 to 80 cents a day for twelve hours' 
work — but the tyranny of the com- 
panies, which keep all doors closed 
during woiking hours, so that the 
men are compelled to buy from the 
inside contents what they need for 
breakfast or Innch. 
They asked for 


half an hour for breakfast and an 
hour for lunch, a practical reduction 
of an hour and a half in the working 
day. 
The other strike was that of 


2,000 waiters employed in the hotels, 
restaurants, cafes, and saloons of the 
great seaport. 
It began on the 12th 


instant, the first demand of the 
knights of the white apron being the 
liberty to wear a mustache. 
They 


refused to submit longer to the cus- 
tom obliging them to wear only whis- 
kers, and took the ground that, when 
out of work, they were mistaken for 
lawyers, which, so they said, deeply 
wounded their self-love.

They yank a great big we 
log into that mill and turn it into 
cash as quick as a railroad man 
draws his pay out of the pay car 
The log is held on a carriage by 
means of iron dogs while it is being 
worked into lumber. The iron dog! 
are not like those you see on the 
front steps of a brown stone fronl 
occasionally. 
They 
are another 


breed of dogs. 


The managing editor of the mil 


lays out a log in his mind and works 
it into dimension stuff, shingle bolts, 
slabs, edgins, two by fours, two by 
eights, two by sixes, etc., so as to 
use the goods to the best advantage, 
just as a woman takes a dress patj 
tern and cuts it so she won't have to 
piece the front breadths and will 
have enough left to make a polonaise 
for the last summer gown.

The im- 
pression of some is that Mrs. Conrad bad 
intended to kill her husband and then her- 
self. The pistol was held within an inch of 
Mr. Conrad's head. The friends disprove 
this and tbnik Mr. Conrad was awakened, 
and in attempting to take the pistol aw^ 
from his wife, who intended to kill herself, 
it v ent off by accident.
